one gill apiece; or what Is better, the cost 
Iron French roll baking pans,contalniue one 
dozen cups uulted together. If Ihe bread Is 
baked In the latter, the paus should be 
brought lo a biking h*at In Ihe oven or on 
Ihe top of tbe itove before the baiter or 
dough Is put In. It Is well to lei the baking 
pans itand about five minutes on the top ot 
the stove after the batter or dough Is put In 
them, before putting iheni into Ihe oven. — 
Be sure to have a hoi ovon and tive H thor- 
ough bake. It will not hurt oue.to cat this 
bread when It Is warm . After it gels cold 
It can be made as nice as new by dipping it 
ihtocoid water and then warming it through 
In the oven. It Is well known that no other 
article of diet will enable one to work so 
long wllhoul being tired or hungry.
